Eleven of these potato spray 
rings were organized in the state 
this year by the county extension 
agents. Erie county has two. Steu­ 
ben three. Oneida two. Onondaga 
one. Oswego one. and Cortland and 
Tompkins two. 
A ring operator furnishes the 
spray rig. which sprays from eight 
to IO rows at once; he also sup­ 
plies the truck and tank to haul 
w ater to the rig, and the spray 
materials. For this the farmer 
f 
lays from $1.50 to SI SO an acre 
or each spray. From six to eight 
sprays are made during the grow. 
ing season, and contracts are on a 
three-year basis. 
One sprayer handles one "ring ’ 
of growers, the number depending 
on the acreages. Each one takes 


care of from 200 to 280 acres, 
visting the same farmer from six 
to eight times during the year. 
The sprayer uses 125 gallons of 
spray m aterials to the acre, which 
hit the potato foliage under 400 
pounds of pressure and assures 
god coverage for protection against 
insects ana diseases. 
The project is new to the state 
this year. The total cost is about 
the same as under other spray 
ring systems in operation, but in 
them the farm er had to furnish 
the power to do part of the work. 
He saves that now 
There are other advantages, the 
growers report. Not only is labor 
and machinery saved with this 
' new custom power sprayer, but 
i no capital investment is involved, 
and it s about the only practical 
way that small growers can share 
the use of such equipment. 
The plan is expected to spread 
and gain in popularity next year, 
and already growers who were 
! not in the system this year will! 
be enrolled when the next grow- 
mg season comes around, accord- 
iingto the county agents who have 
checked on results in the field. 
The best thing of all. the grow­ 
ers say. is that they don't have 
to worry about the spraying

Ithaca. N. Y., Oct. 6 Produc­ 
tion of New York state cows ranks 
with the best in the nation, the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry at W ash­ 
ington reveals. A report gives the 
yearly summaries of dairy herd 
improvement a s s o c i a t i o n s by 
states. 
The average of all associations 
in the United States was 8,133 
pounds of milk and 331 pounds of 
butterfat to the cow. In New York, 
the average is 8,392 pounds of 
milk and 324 pounds of fat. 
The record shows, according to 
G W. Tailby of the state college 
of agriculture, that 
New 
York 
dairymen and 
breeders had an 
average increase to the cow of 
13 pounds of fat, compared with 
the previous year. The federal fig­ 
ures are for 1939-40. 
One of the studies shows that 
purebred 
cows 
averaged 
1,001 
more pounds of milk and 38 more 
pounds of butterfat than did the 
grade rows Another reveals that, 
on th'* average, cows make their 
best and most profitable produc­ 
t s at from seven to nine years of 
age. 
According to Tailby. only 20 per 
cent of all the cows in associations 
are from seven to nine years of 
age, and nearly one-half are under 
five years.

high he is above the terrain. 
The sam e principle is used in 
the radiolocator.

Small bedrooms seem to expand 
under the influence of the correct 
floor covering. A wall-to-wall car­ 
pet appears to push back the walls 
and add feet to the area of the 
room. If the room is sunny, let 
the carpet be dark and cool in 
shade. But if the room is on the 
north, or so located that sun rarely 
finds it, let it be carpeted in sunny 
colors. 
Warm carpet colors lie in the 
red and orange ranges, such as the 
roses, the warm woodstones, rusts, 
golds and tans. The cooler tones 
include soft blues and greens. 
Naturally, the same rule applies 
if a floor-sized rug is used. The 
edges of the rug should extend to 
within not more than twelve, and 
preferably six inches of the wall. 
The larger the margin of bare 
floor between wall and rug. the 
smaller the room wil’ seem. In a 
room, for instance, less than l l by 
14 feet, the margin of bare floor 
should not exceed six inches, au­ 
thorities say.
